Heine, Auerbach, and l.uihvii; lioerne, 

Ludwlg Boerne, though widely read 

In his own time, is rarely read now. In 
his own tlay he exercised a greater 
influence than both Goethe and Schil- 
ler together, Horn in Frankfort, Ger- 
many, in i"f<i, of Jewish parents, he 
lived iiir Ghetto life of the Jewish 

people of his time, and this early life 
ill the Ohetlo affected his Whole fu- 
ture. At an early age he was sent to 
Merlin to study, and had here Ids first 
love affair. This was with a Very 
beautiful woman who «as twice his 
«Ko, bu,t he soon got over his early ro- 
mance. 

At about this time Napoleon cave 
the .lews tbéir political liberty, and as 
a residt Boerne returned to Krankfort 
in I SI I. He obtained a civic position 
in Krankfort. bul on Napoleon's down; 
[fall anil the consequent: removal of the 
: rlgttts of the Jews, he lost this posi- 
tion. He then became a Journalist, 
but as a result of the censorship he] 
COuld not write very much, lie had fre- I 
rpiont trouble with the censor, and fin- 
ally emigrated to Parla ta 1R32, where 1 
he lived till bis death in 1817. 

Hoerne did not write much owing *) 
his laziness, and his lack of knowledge, 
and what he did write was rendered 
if little value owing to his political ' 
biases. He was nn uncompromising 
politician, and disliked Goethe and 
Heine, but all h'a dealings with his 
fellow -creatures were spotless and 
stainless. He was of an unbending 
character, but withal a lover of Jus- 
tice. His political writings are In- 
cluded in his book "Let us Profess." In 
this he Is continually blaming, censur- 
ing and criticising, not only the Her- 
man authorities, bul also the German 
people. I>r. Walter concluded his ad- 
dress by stating that, according to 
lioerne, the German* of his day were 
fully as bad as they are in modern 
times. 

After a vote of thanks had been ten- 
dered I>r. Walter, one of the most suc- 
cessful meetings! of the year closed.

TOLL SIEGE BATTERY IS NOW Si TO BE IN FRANCE; 




CHANGES ITS NAME FOR THE SECOND TIME AND IS 
KNOWN AS NO. 7 CANADIAN SIEGE BATTERY OVERSEAS 



Men of the Unit, Which is Commanded by Major W. D. Tait and Comprises in its Membership Many 
McGiil Men, Were Given Six Days' Leave Before Leaving for the Front— Were Stationed Near 
London for Three Weeks— Story of the Organization and Development of the Battery— Sir William 
Peterson, Rev. Dr. D. J. Fraser and Prof. Cyrus Macmillan Were Responsible for Its Formation 
—Unit Trained at Halifax, N.S., Before Going Overseas— One of the Crack Canadian Artillery 
Units at the ront. 



From information received at the - 
University, it would appear that the 
McOill Siege Battery, commanded by 
Major W. D. Tait, and known first 
as Xo. ti Canadian Siege Battery, No. 
2T1 (Canadian) Slesc Battery, and 
now as No. 7 Canadian Siege Bat- 
tery, is in France, and is possibly al- 
ready pounding away at the German 
positions. The battery spent throu, 
weeks in London before leaving for 
the front, and eaeb member bad sl>: 
days' leave from the unit before the 
passage across the Channel was made. 

The battery was authorised tin April 
25th last, and training and recruiting 
commenced immediately. The fact 
that by May 15th. the Battery bad its 
full complement of officers and men 
Is n tribute to the manner in which 
McGill wholeheartedly entered into 
the undertaking. At first the Battery 
trained in both Halifax and Montreal, 
the part of the Unit at Halifax num- 
bering at that time four officers and 
fifty men, and taking instruction at 
the Royal School of AiUUery. The 
balance of the Unit arriyed at Halifax 
on July 15th, and from then until they 
saliid for England received special in- 
struction and practice in all branches 
of siege artillery. 

The credit for the organization of 
this unit should bo given to three 
men, Sir William Peterson, Principal 
of McGill University, Principal Fraser, 
of the Presbyterian College of Mont- 
real, and Prof. Cyrus McMillan, of 
McGill University. The object under- 
lying the formation of this unit was 
to provide for students an opportunity 
to use their talent and scientific 
knowledge in work at the front that 
was as highly technical as any branch 
of the service. 

The splendid success which attend- 
ed the Battery during its organiza- 
tion is to he attributed In a great de- 
gree to the friends of the University. 
The first step was the appointing of a 
financing committee, consisting of 
Principal Fraser, of the Presbyterian 
College; Br. J. A. Nicholson, the 
Registrar of McGill, and I'rofessors 
C. W. Colby and .1, W. A. Hlckson, 
The responsibility for the financing 
of the Battery rests upon the should- 
ers of these men, although the assist- 
ance of other friends and committees 
is welcomed, possibly one of the most 
prominent of these outside agencies Is 
tho Graduato Society of Montreal, 
which in addition to what had already 
been done, organized a financial cam- 
paign. The New York Graduato So- 
ciety collected funds, and also sub- 
scribed a generous sum. The McGill 
Y. M. C. A, offered their entire build- 
ing as headquarters and barracks, 
which was used as such while the 
unit remained in .Montreal. 

The full strength of the Battery Is 
1Ô9 of nil ranks, livery faculty of 
the University is well represented. 
The very large proportion are McGill 
men or graduates, and the remainder 
are made up of graduates from other 
Universities. 

Tho training of the battery at Hali- 
fax was under the direct Ion of Lieut. 
,T. G. Hycroft, Instructor of Gunnery 
at the R. S. A., assisted by Sergeant- 
Major Whitfield and Sergeants Adams, 
Miller, Grovier and Turner. Apprecia- 
tion for the services of Lieut. Hycroft 
and his assistants was heartily ex- 
pressed by officers and men.

during the required hours -of the syl- 
labus, but also gave much time In 
evening work and In special attention 
in many ways.* 

Tho badge is a combination of the 
McGill Crest and the militia artillery 
budge. The McGl'.l Ci est forms the 
wheel of the carriage, and the shield 
of the University rests against the 
gUfi witli the motto of the university 
encircling It. 

Tho Officer Commanding is Major 
William D. Tnit, a brilllunt young 
man who lias been connected with the 
Canadian Militia for several years, 
and has had considerable experience 
In military matters. He was assist- 
ant Professor of Psychology at McGill 
when war was declared. 

Graduating from Dalliousie Univer- 
sity, where he took his B.A. with hon- 
ors, in Philosophy, he proceeded to 
Harvard University. There he tool; 
his post graduate course, was Thayer 
Scholar and AVeld Scholar, and re- 
ceived the degrees of M.A. and Ph.D. 
During the years 190U and 1907 ho 
was lecturer In Philosophy at Dal- 
liousie and from 1907 to 1909 was as- 
sistant in Philosophy at Harvard. In 
the latter year he Joined the teaching 
staff of the Faculty of Arts al Mc- 
Gill, and has since, retained his con- 
nection with that University. Major 
Tail is married to Miss Alice Max- 
well, of Halifax. 

He first secured a commission in 
the Corps of Guides, and as such at- 
tended several training camps. Aboul 
a year ago he was called to head- 
quarters of the Oth Division, Halifax 
to act as Divisional Intelligence Offi- 
cer, a most Important position.

Educated at 
Prince of Wales College, where he 
took the Vice -Chancellor's medal in 
English, Dr. MacMilln'n matriculated 
Into McGill University .and upon the 
completion of his course, took the de- 
gree of B. A. with honors in English 
Language, Literature and 'History. 
He than took up post graduate work 
at Harvard, receiving Ids M, A, de- 
gree and later his Pli. D. degree in 
1909. Dr. MacMillan was connected 
with tlu department of Englirh at Mc- 
Gill slnïe 1909.

MINERS' CERTIFICATES. 

First of all, obtain a miner's certificate, from tho Department in Quebec, 
or from the nearest agent. The price of this certificate is $10.00, and It is 
valid until the first of January following. This certificate gives the right to 
prospect on public landB and on private lands, on which the mineral rights be- 
long to the Crown. 

The holder of this certifieate may stake mining claims to the extent of 21! 
seres. 

WORKING CONDITIONS. 

During the first six months following the staking of tho claim, work on i; 
mnst bo performed to tho extent of at least twenty-five days of eight hours. 

SIX MONTHS AFTER STAKING. 

At the expiration ot six months from the date ot the staking, the pre* 
rector, to retain his rights, must lake out a mining license. 

MINING LICENSE. 

The mining license may cover 40 to 200 acres in unsurveyed territory 
The price, of this license is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of 510.00 
on issue. It is valid for one year, and is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during the year woik has been performed to the 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres. 

MINING CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding tho above, a mining concession may be acquired at any 
time at the rate of $5.00 an acre for SUPERIOR METALS, and $3.00 an acre 
Cor INFERIOR MINERALS.
